The  survey  will  include  an  evaluation 
of  agri-business,  agriculture  processes  and  SPS  issues, 
strengths,  weaknesses,  opportunities  and  threats  (SWOT),  an 
implementation  plan  to  further  the  development  of  agri-business 
in  Mozambique  and  the  threat  of  SPS  issues,  specifically 
addressing  the  SWOT,  a human  resources  development  strategy  to 
support  broad-based  agricultural  growth,  and  identification  of 
potential  funding  sources. 

J.3 . A Science  Fellow  should  have  a strong  background  in 
evaluating  national  agricultural  programs.  The  work  will  be 
conducted  in  English,  with  English  speaking  employees  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Ministry  of  Science.
